■* chooses the rime and place of her marriage, 
selects her attendants from among her family and 
dearest friends, and is the central figure in the 
solemn ritual of the ceremony. 

In selecting bridesmaids, some brides break with tradition 
entirely. On their wedding day they are attended by frir-nrk 

Others dcler in convention and haw a sister as chief 
bridesmaid or matron of honor, and on unmarried sister of 
the groom as a bridesmaid. 

It is also traditional for the groom to have the bride's 
brother as groomsman, and his own brother or best friend 
a.s best man, The best man is usually unmarried, 

invitations 

Invitations, printed in either silver or black ink ou while 
paper, should l» posted about three weeks before dir wed- 
ding 

'Ilies* should go to relatives and friends of both the 
bride and tbr hridegTnom. including the groom's parents, 
and to the bridesmaids and groomsmen. (See overleaf 
fr>r form nf invitation and replv.) 

When for some reason an Invitation cannot Ik accepted, 
one form of refusal would he: "Mr. and Mrs. J. Adams vitr 
much regret that because of (illness, a previous engagement, 
absence from homej. they will br unable In be present at 
the marriage of their daughter, Rose Joan, to Mr. James 
-Smith on December G." 

(Address.) 



However, some people still prefer the old rule that whether 
attendance is possible or not, a wedding invitation muM 
always he accepted, a present sent, and later a letter wriltcn 
explaining thai it is impossible to attend. 

Arrival order 

First to arrive at the church are the bridegroom and best 
man. Leaving the bridegroom's home together, they should 
time their arrival la minutes before the ceremonv is due to 
begin. 

They wail in the vestry, moving — when the head usher 
lelb. them the bride has arrived— into the body of the 
church. They lake their places at the right in front of the 
first prw, facing the altar. 

'I he chief bridesmaid and bridesmaids arrive next, and 
wait to receive the bride. 

It is not always practicable to do so, but it is a delightful 
idea for rhe bridesmaids to dress and leave for the church 
from the home of the bride. 

On atrh-al at the ■liurch, the mother ■■! ■ 1 1< - bride is shown 
by art usher iutu tile front left-hand pew, where the closest 
members of her family are already seated. 

The corresponding pew on the right of the able is 
reserved for the bridegnxim's Inmily, as Is the one behind it 
Similarly, the second left-hand pew is reserved for other 
relatives of the bride. 

Last to arrive at the rhnrrh are the bride and her father, 
or, in his absence, the relative or familv friend who is to 
Sive bM away. Together they walk slowly !o the! attar, the 
bride on his right arm.

In settling the order of progress down the aisle, bride, may 
either Mnd theii bridesmaid*, led by. the chief bridesmaid, 
first, or they may lead the way. with the attendant! falling 
in behind.

PRE-WEDDING TEAS 



• The custom of a rouncl of pre- 
wedding gift leas given the bride 
by the bridesmaids and other old 
friends is fun. 



TT usually provides the 
A last chances for gossipy, 
all-gi rl get-togethers be- 
fore the wedding. 

Frequently these days, when 
most girls have jobs, the "teas" 
aren't held in the afternoon, 
but in the evening, with sup- 
per replacing the traditional 
afternoon tea. 

The girl who warm In give 
a lea should first tell the bride, 
and settle the day vritb her. 

The hostess can either main 
out a proposed guest list and 
give it to the bride for check- 
ing; consuli with her and make 
the list jointly, or just ask 
the hride to supply a given 

number of names. 

y 

It is quite in order for the 
bride to aik to have invited 
people not known to the hos- 
tess, who, alter all. is enter- 
taining for the bride, not for 
herself. 

The hridexmaids are invited 
to ail (he teas. It's a thought- 
ful gesture for at least one nf 
the hostesses (preferably one 
who's known the bride all her 
life) to invite the bride's 
mother and one or two of the 
mother's close women friends. 

In this case, the hostess' 
mother enlenains with her. 

Sensible idea 

When there are several par- 
ties it's a sensible idea to 
avoid asking the same people 
to them alL 

With j wedding present to 
be boiigfit, invitations it, too 
many gift teas can become a 
source of real embarrassment.. 

Some hostesses ask the hride 
what kind of a lea she would 
like; others keep it as a sur- 
prise to her on the day. 

If it ■ a surprise, ihr kind 
of gifts decided on should fit 
in with the life the bride is 
going to lead, and her likes 
and dislikes. 

Cilts should never be elab- 
orate or expensive. 

It's always as well fur guests 
to check with the hostess, so 
that there's no doubling-up 
with what is brought. 

Il is quite wrong to invite 
purely casual acquaintances to 
these prc-wedding teas, with 
their obbgation to bring a 
gift- 



The hride isn't expected to 
write "thanl-you" letters for 
the gifts she is given at her 
teas. It's enough if she ex- 
presses her appreciation at the 
time. 

Mosl traditional of these 
pre-wedding parties are the 
kitchen lea and the linen- tea, 
with guests bringing some 
small article ta help set up 
these departmenls of the 
bride's future home. 

Suggestions 

However, these days, pre- 
wedding teas can be for al- 
most anything. Here are some 

suggestions: 1 

• PANTRY TEA: Food itt 
glass Jars, tins, and packages 
— anything from delicacies 
like olives and a tinned ham 
to pastry mixes and packet 
soups. 

• WARDROBE TEA: Pretty 
coat-hangers, perfumed sach- 
ets, stocking-holders, plastic 
cover-alls — even one of the 
new moth-repeUerKa. 

• CUP AND SAUCER TEA; 
Make up either a tea or a 
coffee set by having everyone 
bring a cup and saucer of 
their own choice. 

• BATHROOM TEA: Soaps 
(specially guest tablets), bath 
essences, shower curtains, (oile.t 
brush-holder. back brush, 
shower cap, bathmal, washer 
sets, etc, 

*[ hese days prc-weddinr> 
lets quite often lose their all- 
girl flavor and men arc in- 
vited. 

Naturally, in this case the 
gift is Notiterhing suitable tu 
both bride and groom. ^ 

Three ideas for such parties' 

• CELLAR PARTY: Bottles, 
corkscrews, fancy ice-cube 
Ireczcrs, coasters, glasses, Iwer 
mugs, etc. — anything that 
will be bandy for the drinks 
cupboard, 

• HANDYMAN PARTY: Do- 
mestic tools such as hammers, 
screwdrivers, paint brushes or 
roller, work gloves, and any 
gadgets to help the home 
hnridymau and woman — even 
a few electric bght hiilhs. 

• PICNIC OR BARBECUE 

TEA: Unbreakable plates, 
beakers, knives and forks, vari- 
ous food containers, long fork, 
gay paper table-napkins, pep- 
pers and sails.

WHO PAYS FOR WHAT 

9 Often there is much confusion in deciding who should 
pay for different parts of the wedding expenses. Here are 
the customary payers: . 



• BRIDE'S PARENTS: Trousseau, 
the Press wedding announcement, ears 
taking bride, bridesmaids, and them- 
selves to the churrh, flowers in the 
church, and the rcccption. 

• BRIDEGROOM: Flowers carried 
by the bride, the bridesmaids, and 
those worn or carried by the bride's 
mother, and the buttonholes worn by 
the best man and groomsmen. He also 
pays for the wedding ring, and all fees 
connected with the churrh ceremony. 



He is also responsible for the cars 
taking himself and the !>ext man, the 
bride, her parents, and the brides- 
maids and groomsmen from the church 
to the reception. 

Il is also traditional for the bride- 
groom to give the bride a present, and 
to make some small gift — usually of 
jewellery — to the bridesmaids. This is 
done a few days before the wedding, 
and the gifts are worn on the day. 
• BRIDESMAIDS: Their clothes. 



wedding dress, tosses her bri- 
dal boucpirr. among the guests. 

The one to catch it will be 
rhe next bride, or so tradition 
goes. 

The bride is helped change 
into her travelling clothes by 
her mother and chief brides- 
maid, while the best man 
helps the groom. 

After thr best man has 
cheeked that the luggage of 
bride and groom is safely 
stowed away in their ear, it's 
goodbye all round, with the 
bride making sure that the last 
she kisses is her mother.

FOR some reason, Dliahran, when I try to picture it now. 
has taken on » veiled and dreamlike quality thai makes 
it almost impossible for me to sense vividly how I felt 
about certain things when I was there. I know this is 
partly because I left feeling disgusted with tin: plate and have 
(pent a year trying (o forget about it. This has been fairly 
easy to do here in Rome, where every impression I have 
is vivid and clear-colored. 

I know that ten years Irom now, wherever 1 am, I will be 
able In remember die walk to the tram stop in the morning, 
witb the sky a blazing blue and wet laundry flapping on th< 
lines; or die disgruntled Tare of the porter as he opens the 
iron Rates of the pension for me when i come in late at ritglic; 
Or the clatter of typewriters in our palatial room at lite em- 
bassy, with the Rome traffic buzzing outside the windows. 

And in Rome 1 can put a great many things into categories 
that make sense to me; f often can predict the reactions of 
people in certain cirrumslaiircs; and die process of sorting and 
simplifying the complicated world, which mral people un- 
consciously do al! the time, really works here. 

Americans can look at Rome squarely and say what they 
think of it; and because they can do that Lhcir opirJuns arr 
usually gnod. Here's something I got out of Dhahran, anyway 
— three years ago 1 wouldn't have known what a statement 
like that meant. 

One reason for the feeling uf unreality f have about 
Dhahran niighl be the weather. 1 don't need to say it was 
hot; the simple mention of a Persian Gulf oil town ennjures 
up a vision o( bls/ing, unceasing heat. The heat is on full 
fori-e until around the first of November. Then it cools down 
a little and rains, and for a while the weather is fairly pleas- 
ant. For days in the spring the wind hlows, carrying dustlike 
particles ol sand. 

Because the weather is so bad, people stay inside most of 
the time, with iheir air-conditioning on. All summer I would 
rush from the place 1 lived, which was called a "barastj," to 
the uffite where I worked, and out at Junchtime to the dining 
hall, and back again, and so on, for weeks on end. 

What 1 was really doing, along with everyone else, was 
clingim? to the artificial world the company had made and 
avoiding the natural one, which was unbearable. It was a 
backward way of living, and f never really got used to it. 
Perhaps the first thing that bewildered me was that most 
people 1 met didn't seem to mind this dependence on the 
artificial world, or if Ihey did they seldom mentioned it. On 
the orhr.r hand, they radier worshipped the air-conditioning. 

When 1 first mentioned the way 1 lelt to John Matthews 
(who, even after my year in Rome, hasn't clariBed much, 
either), he said- as though it would solve everything — that in 
lime 1 would iK-come acclimated. John had a soothing faith 
in the he:ilin e power ( ,f time, and that was one of the things 
thai made me listen in him as long as I did. 1 still am not 
able in think of him without trembling a little, I admit. 

For two years he was the only person who made any differ- 
ence, when I was lonely and away from home far the first 
lime, and he was the first person I was ever in love with. 

When 1 think now how completely I loved him, 1 wonder 
if I'll ever again be able to have the same love for any man. 
Fqr it was a mailer of forgetting my identity compleiely and 
passing into his, and I doubt if anyone can be that trusting a 
I '"d lime. 

He was at the airport the day I arrived, which was -a 
courtesy, since 1 was to be a secretary in his department. I 
•ay that because whenever iwo or more new secretaries arrive 
m Dhahran ( Uicre were four of us on my flight) ibry are 
greef.,1 | lv . n hanrilul o! apparently nnnrhalant voune men 
in while ducks and shiiri-slwvrd shins, who have come to 
look iliem over. 



But John is tlie last person who would ever admit he was 
lonely or dependent on other people. It is very important 
to him to appear self-sufficieni and al the same time to do 
Ihe right thing (which he almost never Fails to do), and this 
wa> immediately obvious ihe moment I saw him. 

He took me to dinner and to some parties those first weeks 
— for tlir samp reason, he admitted later. He felt it was ex- 
pected of him to entertain me, and it was certainly appropriate 
and convenient for both of us. 

1 wasn't aware of this at the lime. It seems that the moment 
I stepped off the plane 1 sank into a state of tranre-likc con- 
fusion, which lasted until I got hark cm the plane two years 
later. As I said before, a lot of things didn't make sense the 
way they do in other places. It was strange, too, because 
w heu I was hired for the job at home in Los Angeles, the per- 
sonnel man told me 1 wouldn't have any trouble adjusting 
myself. 

Dhahran, he said, looked something like parts of Izk Angeles 
the single-storey houses, the oleanders and hougainvillea and 
neat grccD lawns, the hazy sunshine. He told me aboul all the 
facilities for sports provided by the company and said I 
wouldn't have any trouble leading the outdoor life I was used 
to. Since he'd never been there, he could say this in perfect 
firmest y. 

Anyway, I have always struck people as a fairly predictable 
creature. I look healthy and resilient; 1 love my parents, who 
reared me with sense and wisdom; 1 speak rather slowK; I 
like most people I meet and base never had any trouble 
making friends. 

I enjoy reading, bin life makes more sense to me when I 
can see it first-hand. Being a (California product, I like sports. 
I am interested in politics, but placidly. I like men's company 
I am honest. 

All this, (o the personnel man. added up to good equip- 
ment lor adjusting one to Dhahran. Apparently, the air 
of general contentment 1 had al the lime struck him as suit- 
able to an oii-eompanv secretary. He confided this to me 
and said thai high-strung people, hypochondriacs, and 
overintcllectual types were not usually recommended 
for field svnrk. They took their dissatisfaction witb 
them and caused the company no end oE trouble and money. 

Just out of curiosity, why was I going' Tf I didn't mind 
telling him, (hat is. ] didn't mind at ajl, eager as 1 was. I 
wanted to travel, Io see. the outposts of the world, and to 
know remote kinds of humanity. 

Besides this, 1 felt compelled to 3dd, I was a single girl, and 
I had heard that oil towns in the Middle East had certain 
advantages. He smiled in a fatherly way and said my honesty 
was unusual. 

Perhaps my levelheadedness anil sensible outlook first began 
to evaporate at the sight of John, who is very tall and sun- 
burned, with brown hair. If the truth must be known, I fell 
in love with him almost immediately— possibly in the Customs 
shed when he was snapping Arabic SI ihe Customs men. 

He teemed to have this country (which looked formidable 
from ihe ait and more so from ihe ground) well under control, 
and I immediately prepared io entrust any Arabian problems 
to him. As it turned out, this decision had already been made 
for me; John was in the government-relations department, 
and his job was to keep peace witb ihe Arabs and persuade 
the Arabs to keep peace with the Americans. 

He took me to my "barasii" ( a wooden huilding that 
looked as though it might blow away) knd introduced me to 
my three "barasii" mates — Dottie, Valerie, and Charity. 

They were sitting in the living-room, doing their nails or 
reading magazines, and it seemed rather like college, except 
that Charity's hair (in pincurl*) was yellowish-whirr and 
Dottie's leg* were covered with varicose veins. I am not the

sort of person who notices people's flaws immediately, but 
] did that day— it was the first indication that I wasn't m» 
usual sell But they were all very nice, and Valerie, who 
seemed nearest my age, made drinks for everyone. 

John raised his glass to me and smiled. His smile was 
charming, the must complete smile I had ever seen. When 
it was there, there w r as no room left for sadness or puzzlement 
or indecision! 

The rest of that afternoon (a Friday — the Moslem holiday 
and, I here fore, the company's) is blurred into a hundred 
other Friday afternoons— the air-conditioning buzzed,, we sat 
with nur drinks on wooden-armed furniture in the dark green 
room, and Dottie fiddled with ihe hi-fi seL 

A little later the Goancse houseboy, Caxtillino, appeared 
and began moving things about in die kitchen. He came every 
Friday to cook our one meal of the week at the '"barasii" (the 
rest of the time we ale at the dining hail), and it was always 
curry, 

Fridays were timeless, eternal, the day of the week the 
earth stood still. I couldn't seem to accomplish anything on 
Fridays. Any project I set myself was rather like a dream 
in svhich every step feels like wading through water. 

It might have had something to do with the fact that the 
next day was Saturday, the beginning of the work week, and 
that Sunday was Tuesday, and so on. John said I'd get used 
lo it, and after a while I did, or thought I did It just drew 
another thin veil over what had once been a concrete, 
tangible thing — a week. 

It seems to mc now that, during the first few months, I must 
have been in a peculiarly sensitive, restless state, which is an 
extraordinary frame of mind for me. I had always felt a 
solid and strong logic in the pattern of ihe world, and now 
this was jarred loose. 

1 was irritated by seeing leftover Hallow-e'en candy going 
al hall price in the commissariat in May, or by walking to

were, they added up to the timeless quality Dhahran had for

But Lhii was only a pan of it, and perhaps I shouldn't haw 
told about a bad part first. John was very firm and Organised 
about his life, and be had hammered the aimless days into a 
pattern. 

On Thursdays (which were Saturdays) we often wcnl ex- 
ploring nearby, frequently driving to A) Khobar, the Arab I 
town on the gulf, about fifteen minutes' drive away. Khobar J 
was strange enough, but it was vivid; it was a boom town. 

Here we could buy British tweeds, Syrian trays, Indian

In general, the experts agree that children 
of adult years must be released into adulthood 
to make their own lives. 

Il follows that die modiers must be en- 
couraged to find fullness in their own lives 
so that they avoid the pitfalls of clinging to 
their children to satisfy their own emotional 
needs 

A woman with two married sons said: 

"I made up my mind to free them mentally 
to live their own lives — in other words, to love 
them and leave ihem atone. 

J also decided to love my daughters-in- 
law, and treat them as friends. 

"We live in towns 75 miles apart, and our 
visits both ways are highly enjoyable. We 
really like each other, I think. 

"And now thai my sons are grown up and 
married, 1 have a chance to build a musi in- 
teresting life of my own, and they all think 
I'm tvonderful for doing that. 

"It was hard at first to let them go .and 
not ID interfere with unwanted advice, but it 
has been well worth while." 

Another woman said that the tiling that 
makes many women fear becoming mothers- 
in-law is the fart that '"your children love 
you willy-nilly, but you have lo earn the 
affei lion and respect of your sons- and daugh- 
ters-in-law." 

Her view is that in-law children as often as 
not come to you as strangers, and you are 



others, and knowing thai they, too, arc glad 
to belong in ihe same extended family. 

And, once the dangers or jealousy, rivalry, 
and resentment are laid low, mutual admira- 
tion, respect, and affection lake their place. 

A good mntber-in-law also has the satis- 
faction Of knowing she has rounded oil her 
job Df being a good mother — she has helped 
her child right into adult life. 

She can enter her later life without regrets, 
enjoying the genuine affection of tier whole 
family.

But the supreme test of a good mother-in- 
law is whether she can take to her heart a 
daughter-m- Law. 

Experts have found dial the chances are 
that a woman won't have much trouble syilh 
her son-in-law. Her biggest burden is when 
her son marries and she musi let het man- 
child go to a younger woman, often a stranger. 

Also, a daughter-in-law usually feels more 
jealousy, anxiety, and resentment towards ihe 
older woman than a son-in-law does. 

She is apt to feel that her mother-in-law- 
is pretty stiff competition, 3nd knows so much 
more about her husband's likes and dislikes, 
favorite recipes, clothing tastes, and so on. 

She resents the mniher-in-law for being a 
more competent hostess, baby-minder, and 
housekeeper. 

And from 
view: 

She doesn't like women smoking, yet 
daughter-in-law always seems to be puffing al 
a cigaretlr; she doesn't like drink in the home, 
but daughter-in-law- aulomalirally offers her 
guests drinks; she likrs people lo gn to church 
on Sunday, but daughter-in-law always sleeps 
in. 

Again, patience is required. Again, it is 
mother-in-law who will have lo exercise it. 

If she has interests away from her family 
she will find her task easier. 

Sometimes, for money or health or other 
reasons, a mother may find herself living in 
the same house as one of her chi]dren-in-1aw.

Elec- 
tronic heating and cooling units set 
into Waifs and reilings will operate 
silently and without moving parts. 
The* will keep temperature and 
humidity U> prc-selected level*, and 
also clean the air of bartcria, dust, 
and pollen. 

One large American electrical com- 
pany has a wundiT home which uses 
its lighting system for decorative pur- 
poses. The house has a domed ceiling 
which serves as a single lighting lut- 
ture to halhe the whole house with 
indirect light. 

There are translucent ceiling louvers 
in the bedrooms lit from within by 
fluorescent tubes so that when the 
louvers art closed the ceilings are 
luminous. 

Windows and curtains are dtorJrinRy 

operated, and all the duorc, too. 

There are no blankets. Beds have 
radiant canopies that fold out front 
small pockets on the wall. 

'this house has the all-e!ccirir 
iVcalhcrtron (a handy unit. 3ft. high 
and taking up six square feel of floor 
space) installed in the workshop. 

It pipes warm or cool air under- 
ground to the house, where it is dis- 
tributed through floor duets to regis- 
ters installed in the walls and floor 
around the outside walls. 

The dishwasher is mounted on the 
wall. Plates need not be scraped — 
the straps go down the integrated dis- 
|iosal system. An electric incinerator 
lakes rare of other garbage. 

Taps dispense icewater, soda water, 
and hot instant coffer. 

An electronic entertainment centre 



occupies one wall of the living-room, 
this room has a large rotating "living 
circle," run by an electric motor. The 
i it. lr- i an be turned to face the enter- 
tainment centre, fireplace, or terrace. 

The entertainment centre has TV 
on the wall and built-in video tape- 
recorder, audio tape- recorder, hi-fi, 
home movie screen, all remotrly con- 
trolled from the rotating family circle. 

TV room monitors are trained on 
the front door, garden, play areas, and 
nursery, transmitting pictures to 
screens in various rooms. 

'["here's a central varuum-cleanrr 
with a six-month dirt mpatity. Ducts 
in each room allow the housewife to 
clean the house with flexible hoses and 
attachments. (This house is designed 
for 1961, when housewives will still 
tie around.) 

There is also an outdoor electric 
centre with plug-in poiiiLs fur portable 
TV and outdoor rooking gadgets. 

Still at the experimental stage are: 

• The self-serving laundry: the ham- 
per empties itsell into trie nrachinc, 
which goes to work, and the family 
wash comes out clean — and pressed. 

• A plastic moulding press, which 
:ii the push of a button moulds the 
platt-s, rupa and saucers needed for 
the next meal. After the meal, throw 
them into the automatic incinerator. 

• A "programming cooker" which de- 
livers complete hot meals. It enables a 
wife to prepare meals in advance, then 
later have a complete family dinner 
ready for the Table simply by pushing a 
button. The cooked dishes (the maxi- 
mum is 14) are frozen and stored in 
the freezing-racks. Any six of the 
dishes can he selected 

By pushing the appropriate buttons, 
the six dishes are conveyed from 
freezer to oven at proper intervals so 
all come out 35 minutes later perfectly 
done. 

When couked, a bell rings aod the 
full meal is transferred automatically 
frnm own lo tray and emerges front 
a small door on the dining-room side 
of the cooker while Mum just stands 
there waiting, and observing, no 
duubt: "Look, no hands!"

This is a general plan In help 
you; you'll prutiably find other ikii 
to study fur yourself. Fot instancr. 
some people like lo lake the daj 
off before an exam ro help them 
relax. Me, I can't — it makes rut 
jittery, and I'd rattier be workinp 
until an hour before an exam Bur 
you'll find utir what suits you best 

Chances are you won'i be eon- 
scisius of madly enjoying yourae!! 
in exam time. But you II look back 
on il and Tealise that in spite ol 
all rhe hard work and discipliat 
(or maybe because of themi ye: 
have achieved a special, deep-sealer) 
.satisfaction.

As well as taking gelatine, try rub- 
bing a little lamiline into your nads 
and cuticles each night l>efore you go 
to bed. 

Nulhiug improves as quickly as nails 
that arc cared for, but it takes about 
three months for the gelatine to make 
any notireable difference, so it's a 
long-term job.

GREASY HAIR: This Li one of the most common 
minor hair troubles, and even experts don't agree 
about the remedy. Some say no brushing at all, 
olhers say spare the brush and spoil the scalp. It 
looks as though you have to find out for yourself 
what suits your hair best. 

Too much brushing and washing DOES seem to 
stimulate Lhe flow of grease, so 
shampoo every seven to 10 days with 



an anti-grease shampoo, gradually 
extending to a fortnightly shampoo. 
If you brush — and there ate lots of 
people on the side of the brushers — use a natural 
bristle brush covered with a square gauze. 

Use a selling lotion that dries; beer is a simple 
one. Use lacquer, also drying. Persevere in any 
treatment — that's the secret. 

Hair experts say that you won't see much differ- 
ence in, say, a fortnight, but go on for a few weeks 
longer and you will see a marked improvement. 

SPLIT HAIR-ENDS: To treat dry, split ends of 
lhe hair, have your hair cut back to the beginning of 
the split — or, if you prefer, you can have the ends 
singed. To, keep these ends from rciplitting, coddle 
them with rream dressing each night and morning 
when you finish brushing and combing your locks in 
place. 

A cream dressing is particularly good for "lifted" 
hairstyles when brittle ends wave out at the back 
and spoil the whole line. Smooth the preparation 
on your fingertips and run them up the back of your

R1MSKY-KORS AKOV: Scheherazade 

JJ1MSKY-KORSAKOV was one of the "Nationalist" 
group of 19th-century Russian composers, and, like 
others in that group, began his career as an amateur 
musician (he was a naval officer]. But he later took 
up music full-time and was appointed professor of 
composition at the Petersburg Conservatorium — although 
his own technical knowledge was far from complete. 

He was never a very profound composer, but he had 
a gift for melody and orchestral color, and few have 
ever equalled him in suggesting a fairy-tale, onre-upon-a- 
timc sort of atmosphere This quality is best illustrated 
in his most famous work, "Scheherazade," a "symphonic 
suite" based on the "Arabian Nights." 

There arc several available recordings of this work, of 
which the best is probably thai by Beccham with the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra (H.M.V.). There is an- 
other by the Vienna Symphony Orchestra under Mario

Add steak, mix lightly with fork, and shape 
into tin, balls. Cover with wan paper or foil, store in 
refrigerator until required. 

Cooking: Heat oil or fat in frypan. Fry meatballs 
until uniformly browned. Remove. Saute onion in 
pan juices 5 minutes. Stir in flour until blended. Add 
tomato soup and meatballs. Cover, simmer 20 minutes 
Add sour cream, mix gently with wooden spoon until 
meatballs arc coated with cream. Scatter olives over, 
servc- 

CHEESE WAFFLES 
Eight ounces self-raising flour, 2 tablespoons pow- 
dered milk, } teaspoon salt, pinch cayenne pepper, II 
cups water, 2 eggs, 2 tablespoons melted butler or 
margarine, 3 tablespoons grated cheese, extra butter 
for greasing. 

Preparation: Combine sifted flour, powdered milt, 
salt, cayenne pepper in Ijowl. Beat water and egi<s 
together, stir into flour and beat until smooth. Mix in 
flutter and cheese, stir well, set aside. 

Cooking: Preheat waffle-iron fr/r stipulated lime. 
Grease lop and bottom plates well. Pour 2 to 3 table- 
spoons batter on lo bottom plate, close, cook 5 to 7 
minutes. Serve with topping of scrambled eggs and 
baron, creamed fish, savory kidneys, or baked beans 

BEAN RABBIT 

One onion, j pound cheddar cheese, few sprigs 
parsley, 6 slices bread, 1 large tin baked beans, 2 table- 
spnuns butter or margarine, 1 teaspoon prepared mus- 
tard, I cup stale beer. 

Preparation: Grate onion and cheese. Chop parsley 
Open tin of beans. Prepare toast. 

Cooking: Heat beans in pan and add onion, cheese, 
ptirslr.y, butter, mustard, and beer. Cook over low 
heat 15 minutes or until heated through and bubbling. 
Serve piping hot on toast.

The reason for the 
difference in cost is lhal the 
job is much easier with a

lorpuralcd without any undue 
difficulties. 

Package Haiti usually con- 
sist of two small sections, one 
of which goes in the rool and 
consists of a cooling coil unit, 
and the motor which goes 
under the house or in the 
garage. The motor section 
must have access to outside 
air. 

Individual window units 
cost between £200 and £230 
(with installation, about 
£240). They will, however, 
cool or heat only one room, 
but are an excellent idea if 
the budget doesn't run tn hav- 
ing the whale house done. 



If you are building a new 
bnu.se and plan lo incorporate 
an air-conditioning unit it it 
best if the house can face 
north and have any large glass 
areas on this wall. An over- 
hanging roof is advisable in 
warm climates. ITic cast and 
west walls should be utilised 
for ihe carport and covered 
patio, 

To keep down the operating 
costs of air-conditioning equip- 
ment, a house should be well 
insulated, especially the roof, 
het-juse as much as 20 per 
cent, of the hrat entering a 
house can come through this 
area.
